not appropriate; yet, many, are acces-

own — "the merchandise of 


which is better than the merchandise of 
silver, and the gain thereof' than fine 
gold " 


The acquisition of knowledge is the 


business of life's whole day, and iu ac- 
cumulation should hold pace with ad- 
vancing time. Youth is the morning of 
that interesting day, and affords the 
most propitious .season for coirnnen- 


brance of this place, the social cbarac- cing the journey of discovery, &nd for 
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ter of your community, the- soul-stir 
ring scenery of your country, and the 
happy influence ol your beloved college 
be affectionately dear—and may each 
votary, who resorts to this temple of 
science, here learn to revere the memo- 
ry, and faithfully, reflect the virtues of 
that first of patriots whose honored 
name this institution bears. 


I now ask your indulgent attention 


to some remarks, which are designed 
to be, in accordance with the occasion 
on which we have met. Man in his 
nature, character, Sc destination, stands, 
pre-eminently, above all other crea- 
tures, who inhabit this lower world.— 
The measure in which he is susceptible 
of modification, constitutes one of his 
important peculiarities. This renders 
him capable of much improvement, of 
adapting himself to an indefinite varie- 
ty of conditions, and by the exercise of 
his cultivated powers securing a great 
amount of results and enjoyments.— 
These remarks are true of his corporal 
system. 
Its power of accommodating 


itself to circumstances, its adaptation 
to all the operations of needful effort;— 
and the promptness, ease, and accuracy 
•which reb.ik from experience and hab- 
it, display 'he wisdom and benevolence 
of its framer. and render it a most im- 
portant associate, and instrument of 


entering the avenues which lead to wis- 
dom's richest stores. 


The design of a collegiate course i.s 


to aid the incipient labors of those who 
eagerly seek for the riches of valuable 
science ; and to direct ihe y o u t h f u l tra- 
veller in the most eligible paths—to 
conduct him to an eminence from 
which he may contemplate, distinctly, 
the objects that are near, have alluring 
visions of-those still more remote, and 
see, clearly, the: paths by which lie may 
reach their actual location, to gaze up- 
on 
their .beauties, and enjoy their 


sweets. 


As the amount of knowledge, to be 


here acquired, is only initiatory: so, 
the topics of study are only a few of the; 
more prominent, and commanding.— 
In themselves, however, they are of 
high importance, because of the disclo- 
sures which they actually make, and 
moreover, because they are the keys 
which unlock the avenues to the arts cc 
sciences in general. 


The subjects which will occupy our 


careful investigation, we comprehend 
under three classes : 


A knowledge of God, 
A knowledge of man. and 
A knowledge of the world of nature. 
All things are from God. Their or- 


der, and their operations depend on 


ginning of life's dangerous and eventful 
career it is of eminent value, and its 
guidance is indispensable, 
livery sys- 


tem of education which excludes, or 
w i l f u l l y disregards its light, authority, 
and practical inllucnce. is atheistical— 
Sc abandons the only efficient means of 
securing personal worth, relative use- 
fulness, or individual felicity. 
This o- 


mission leaves to ruinous waste, the 
only foundations of social and civil or 
der, and is treason against Heaven, Sc 
against the c o m m u n i t y of man. 


Let us ever regard it, as of primary 


importance, 10 k n o w Clod, and to make 
him k n o w n , as he reveals himself in his 
works, and in his word. 
As Chris- 


tians, and consequently lovers of God 
and man, we desire to feel, Sc to have a 1,1 
to feel, uncl especially the y o u t h entrust- 
ed to our care, that the knowledge of 
God is true wisdom, and that his favor 
is life. 


Another subject of study, and of care- 


ful investigation, is man. The object 
of this, is the knowledge of man in his 
nature, and various relations. 
On his j 


relation to God, and the necessity of a 
practical acknowledgment of him, we 
have already remarked. 
Though this 


be a matter of the highest considera- 
tion, vet there are other views of man 
which merit attentive regard 
The 


first which occurs, is the constitution 
of his nature 
This we find to be a 


compound ol" body, and mind—inti- 
mately, and inexplicably united, influ- 
enced by strong sympathies, and in ihe 
present slate essential to each other's 
improvement, and ordinary active op- 
erations 


The body is a system of exquisite or- 


ganizalum. 
Its parts, and their rela- 


tions ; their u.-,es. and modes of oper- 
ation. :—i;s vital powers, and the man- 
ner in which they are sustained, and 
receive, and expend their energies—is 
a most comprehensive, and interesting- 
subject. 
Much is known, arid can be 


lirmilies, duties, interests, utid dun 
gers. 


As on the subject of personal con- 


duct, and interest, so also as respects 
our social relations it affords most val- 
uable practical lessons. 
An 
inlelH- 


g-ent acquaintance with history is use- 
ful to all. It is eminently needful to 
professional men, and no less lu ihosc 
who are called to enact, and adininisiet 
ihe- laws of Suite—and even to those 
who would 
correctly 
estimate, and 


wisely use, ihe blessings of rational lib- 
erty. 


A capacity to employ language spo- 


ken and written is a pre-eminent gift to 
man. 
It is essential to the improve- 


ment, if not to ihe existence of his so- 
cial slate. 
It is one of the chief means 


of mental cultivation, and whilst it pro- 
motes knowledge, is the vehicle of its 
communication, and wide diffusion.— 
By this ihe acquisitions of individuals 
become common property, and the a- 
m u u n l accumulates, and is transmitted 
from a.ye to age. Without this, man 
could rise but little above the condition 
of a mere animal, and ihe means of soci- 
al enjoyment, and m u t u a l contributions 
to knowledge and happiness, would be 
extremely limited. 


Lunguag-e consists of arbitrary but 


conventional signs of things.* 
These 


things comprehend all external objects, 
and the still less obvious operations of 
mind. 
The perfection of language de- 


pends on the precision with which it 
exhibits the things specified:—and our 
correct understanding of others must 
be 
according 
to the accuracy 
with 


which we apprehend and interpret the 
signs which they employ. 
The arbi- 


trary signs which constitute language 
are established by use, and must be de- 
finite in their application. 
Such is un- 


derstood lo be the constitution and 
laws of all languages. 
In proportion 


to our knowledge of them we possess 
the means of becoming acquainted with 
the things which they denote. 


It is of peculiar importance to be 


well acquainted with our vernacular 
language, its origin, etymology, pre- 
cise import, and rules of" construction 


countless spheres, and many of them of 
far surpassing magnitude. The sci- 
ence of astronomy reveals an assem- 
blage of worlds, and makes its won- 
drous reports of their magnitude, their 
distances, relations, and revolutions.—> 
Our knowledge of them, however, is 
only general, and few of their peculiar 
phenomena are ascertained, or can be 
subjects of thorough investigation :— 
But we have at hand, an ample store of 
objects on which this may be employed. 


The field of nature which we occupy 


is rich in materials for experiment and 
discovery. 
Earth's solid mass, its li- 


quid stores, and circumambient atmos- 
phere, are subjects of" examination.— 
Philosophy ascertains their properties, 
and their general laws, and by this 
knowledge makes them subservient to 
our interests, and to bur, enjoyment. Jt 
not only assigns the.cause of the vari- 
ous phenomena of the world of nature, 
but employs them with immense effect 
in the various arts of civilized life. uln 
consequence of this they are advancing 
with astonishing; rapidity in every de- 
partment. 
"In our own limes, it would 


be easy to point out numerous instan- 
ces in which great improvements and 
beneficial results connected with the 
comforts, the happiness," and even life 
of our fellow creatures have'.been the 
results of scientific combinations.'*—

knowledge of the constitution, 


powers, and susceptibilities of the hu- 
man mind is no less needful. The sub- 
ject matter is not only incomparably 
excellent in its own nature, but its op- 
erations constitute character, decide 
Advantages arc well *rorih all the ex- 
pense of their acquisition, were these 
the only gain. 
But they are not. 
The 


correct, profound, ami intelligent study 
of those languages, disciplines and ma- 
tures the mind, augments the siores of 
knowledge, and improves the taste. 
Il 


familiarises ihe mind lo picturesque 
views of nature, well defined portraits 
of the character of man—the location, 
character, and late of nations. These 
studies combine the advantages of ge- 
ography, history, heathen mythology, 
and a notice of the arts, with speci- 
mens of the admirable efforts of extra- 
iraordinary genius, and are well adap- 
ted lo inspire the love of literary excel- 
lence and beauty, and to guide the de- 
voted student to the actual at tain .MI en i. 
The profound study of language is in- 
dispensable to the scholar. 
Ills the a- 


vcnue to. knowledge, the medium of its 
communication—and the skilful use of 
it is essential lo the power of argument, 
and to ail the commanding charms of 
eloquence.

phy of the mind is not, as some sup- 
pose, a system of ingenious conjecture, 
or fanciful theory :—In so far as it is a 
matter of science, it is a faithful por- 
trait, and history of mind, presenting 
its ascertained aspects, capacities, and 


results of its exercises. 


This busy world within offers large 


materials of self-knowledge, and makes 
a jusl and imperious claim upon our 
profound, unJ imervsled attention.

formerly invincible opposition of winds 
and tides. 
Not content with this more 


general,. important knowledge of na- 
ture, and control of its powers—experi- 
ment puts it to the test—and by a fi- 
ery, yet harmless torture, compels it to 
reveal its association's, its likes and dis- 
likes,-its simple substances, the combi- 
nations in which they exist, or into 
which they can be brought—and th'ua 
acquires immense advantages in arts 
and business. 
Matters, 
familial- as 


facts, but unknown in their causes,-be- 
come obvious, and the book of nature 
is made luminous and intelligible.-— 
Man's knowledge and'enjoyment areen- 
larged. and the glory of God .stands.re- 
vealed. 
With-lhe'progress of discove- 


ry, the proofs accumulate of ihe pow- 
er, wisdom and benevolence of 'Him who 
gave this wondrous system its exis- 
tence, its attributes.-relations and uses. 


Before I dismiss this general subject, 


T ought to remark that the knowledge 
of the exact sciences is connected more or 
less with all the preceding "subjects.—• 
They aid our conceptions of the natu- 
ral perfections of the Deity, by ena- 
bling us to ascertain something, defin- 
itely, of his power, wisdom, and benev- 
olence, as manifest in the magnitude, 
and various relations, and effects of the 
world of nature. 
Geography, history, 


the extended'commerce, and llie differ- 
ent arts of civilized and polished life; 
indispensably require their auxiliary 
influence. 
From them the mind expe- 


riences a stern and useful discipline,fit- 
ting it for a patient and accurate inves- 
tigation of truth. 
To them natural sci- 


ence i.s indebted for many of its princi- 
ples, its illustrations, and its proofs. 


I have presented a summary of the 


subjects u hich are to occupy our aticn- 
lion. It is defective as respects their 
number, and as respects their value— 
but still warrants us to affirm that they 
merit high estimation—and that an ac- 
quaintance with them will a»3ply re- 
ward desirous research, and devoted 
application.

Babylon shall become heaps.— Babylon, 


the };lory olicingdoms, is now the great- 
est of ruins. 'Immense t u m u l i of tem- 
ples, palaces,and hun.au habitations of 
every description,' are every where 
seen, and form Mung and varied lines of 
ruins/ which, in some places, 'rather 
resemble 
natural 
bills 
than mounds 


which cover the remains of threat and 
iplendid edifices.' 
Those buildings 


which were once the labor of slaves and 
the pride of kimjs, are now mis-shapen 
heaps of rubbish. 'The whole face of 
the country is covered w i t h vestiges of 
buildiiifc, in some places consisting of 
brick walls surprisingly fresh, in oth- 
ers, merely a van! succession of mounds of 
rubbish, of such indeterminate figures, 
variety and extent, as to involve the per- 
son who should have formed any theo- 
ry, in inextricable confusion.' 
'Long 


mounds, r u n n i n g From north to south, 
are crossed by others from east to west;' 
and are only distinguished by their 
form, direction and number, from the 
decayed banks of the canals. 
'The 


greater part of the mounds are certain- 
ly the remains of buildings, originally 
disposed in streets, and crossing each 
other at right angles.' 
The more dh 


tinct and prominent of these'heaps' art- 
double, or lie in parallel lines, each ex- 
ceeding twenty feel in height, and lare 
intersected by cross passages, in such a 
manner as to place beyond a doubt the 
fact of their being rows of houses or 
streets fallen to decay.' 
Such was the 


form of the streets of Dabylon, leading 
towards the gates : and such are now 
the lines of its heaps. 
'There are also, 


in some places, two hollow channels, 
and three mounds, running parallel to 
each other for a considerable distance, 
ihe central mound being, in such cases, 
a broader and flatter mass than ihe oth 
er two, as if there had been two streets 
going parallel to each other; the cen- 
tral range of houses which divided them 
being twice the size of the others, from 
their being double residences, with a 
front and door of entrance to face each 
avenue.' 
'Irregular 
hillocks 
and 


mounds, formed over masses of ruins, 
present at every step memorials of the 
past.' 


From the temple of Bclus and the 


two royal palaces, to the streets of the 
city and single dwellings, all have be- 
come henps; and the only difference of 
gradation now is, from the vast and sol- 
id masses of ruins which look like 
mountains, to the slight mound that is 
scarcely elevated above the pluin. Bab- 
ylon is fallen, literally FALLEN to such a 
degree that those who stand on its site 
and look on numerous parallel mounds, 
with a hollow space between, arc some- 
times at a loss to distinguish between 
the remains of a street and u canal, or 
to tell where the crowds frequented or 
where the waters flowed.

Neither shall the Arabian pitch lent 


there, neither shall the shepherds mnke iheir 
folds there.

The shepherd might with facility e- 


rect a defence from wild beasts, and 
make a fold for his flock amid the heaps 
of Babylon ; and the Arab who fearless- 
ly traverses it by day, might pitch his 
tent by night. 
But neither the one nor 


the other could be persuaded to remain 
a single night among the ruins. 
The 


superstitious dread of evil spirits, far 
more than the natural terror of the wild 
beasts, 
effectually 
prevents them.— 


Capt. Migrsan was accompanied by six 
Arabs, completely armed, but he'could 
not induce them to remain towards 
night, from the apprehensions of evil 
spirits. It is impossible to eradicate 
this idea from 
the minds of these 


people, who are very deeply imbued 
vith superstition/

been fulfilled, that wild beasla of the de- 
sert should lie there, and their houses 
be full of doleful creatures; that the 
v/:hi bcu'jls of the island should cry in 
their desolate houses.' 


The temple of lielus or Baal, here 


evidently spoken of, was a stadium, or 
furlong, in height; computed by Major 
Henoelat f i v e hundred, and by Prideaux 
at six hundred feet. 
By the lowest 


computation il was higher than the 
greatest of the pyramids. 
The high- 


est of the heaps which now constitute 
fallen Babylon is the Birs Nimrood, ge- 
nerally supposed to have been the tem- 
ple of Belus. 
The heap occupies a lar- 


ger space of ground than that on which 
the temple stood, having spread, in fal- 
ling down, beyond its original base.— 
It rests not now upon its ancient foun- 
dations, but lies upon the earth an e- 
normous mass of ruin. 
'At first sight 


it presents the appearance of a hill, 
with a castle at the lop,' so as not only 
to deceive the eye in beholding it at a 
distance, or oft looking on its picture: 
but, 
'incredible as it may seem, the 


ruins on the summit of it are actually 
those spoken of by Fere Emmanuel, 
who takes no sort of notice of the pro- 
digious mound on which they are ele- 
vated. 
Ii is almost needless to observe, 


that the whole of the mound is itself a 
ruin ;' and is altogether needless to add 
a n o t h e r word, to show t h a t it is bowed 
down as may be seen by Ihe sketch of 
the comparative ancient and modern 
height annexed to the plan of Birs Nim- 
rood, in Sir Robert K. Porter's Trav-

This report is 
probably exaggerated, by the grc-.U a- 
hmn and agitation that prevailed-— 
The steam boats from Quebec were 
disgorging thousands of wretched be- 
ings ashore, where fitting shelter and 
food could not be obtained, and they 
were huddled together in a most deplo- 
rable condition.

The disease prevailed almost entire- 


ly amongst tin* emigrants and Canadi- 
ans who woik on or along the river — 
But few females were altacked, and 
death generally ensued, when it did 
prove fatal, with great rapidity.

hearse driver to Montreal, who convey- 
ed the corpse'of a baker to the grave, 
was seized w i t h the disorder, and died 
before he could be taken home. 
The 


wives and children of the soldiers of 
the 15th Reg. stationed at Montreal, 
had been sent Lo the barracks at La- 
prairie. 
The garrison at Quebec, it 


was also understood at Montreal, had 
partly left the former place, and were 
ma rching to mure healthy quarters. 


Three deaths had occui reel among 


the soldiers at Montreal.

cans who were on business at Montreal 
had mostly left there on Wednesday, as

4. Clysters.—Take of laudanum an 


ounce, tincture of assafcetida two oun- 
ces; mix for keeping.

glass of thin starch ; and retain it. when 
injected.by pressure below with a warm 
cloth, as long as possible. 


5. Mnslard Ponllkss.—Have always 


at hand four ounces of powdered mus- 
tard.
